Americans begin observance of 
| Christendom^ most famous holi­ 
day tonight in gay spirits but 
with a grim warning that 750 
[may die in traffic accidents. 


From a tiny church in the heart 
of Chicago's slums to Jammed 
|(air terminals in San Francisco to 
a janitor in Erie, Pa., who plays 
Santa Claus every year, Ameri­ 
cans prepared to celebrate the 
birth of the Baby Jesus. 


There was a frenzied rush to 
[buy last-minute presents and get 
[off overlooked Christmas cards. 
And thousands upon thousands 
prepared to take to the highways 
to spend 
the “ long Christmas 
weekend with friends and loved 
ones. 


The National Safety Council 
said between 650 and 750 persons 
could lose their lives in traffic 
accidents during the 102-hour pe­ 
riod from 6 p.m. tonight until 
midnight Tuesday. 
From 27,000 to 33,000 could suf­ 
fer injuries, the council said. 
Take Extra Precautions 
Across the land, officials took 
steps to boost law enforcement in 
the prospect of crowded roads, 
possibly hazardous driving condi­ 
tions and drinking drivers. 
In New Jersey, Atty. Gen. Ar­ 
thur J. Sills ordered 620 state 
troopers and 150 motor vehicle 
inspectors and supervisors on 
traffic enforcement patrol from 
6

Christmas.

HARRISBURG (UPI)—State 
Traffic Safety Commissioner 
O. D. Shipley urged Pennsyl­ 
vanians to either stay sober 
or stay off tho rends during 
the Christmas and New Year 


Shipley warned the conte- 
queues could be a record - 
high toll of deaths and la- 
juries. Last year’s fatalities 
totaled 23, Including aine pe­ 
destrian deaths during the 78- 
hour Christmas period. 
"Drinking, fatigue and Im- 
patience are three of the most 
common driver conditions pre­ 
vailing during tbs season,’’ 
Shipley said. "And In heavy 
holiday traffic or on ice and 
■now-covered roads there Is 
no margin for driver error.*’

means fewer highway fatalities.” 
Iowa Safety Commissioner Carl 
Pesch said drivers who had been 
drinking would be taken out of 
their cars and jailed.

Cold, Snow 


Heading Here 


Lower Bucks County braced to­ 
day for a double assault of weath­ 
er — arctic cold and heavy snow 
— as winter staged a sneak pre­ 
view. 


Light snow began falling in the 
area about 1:30 p.m. and was ex­ 
pected to build up into what the 
weather bureau in Trenton called 
a "major snowstorm." 


One school district — Nesham- 
iny — let pupils out early be­ 
cause of the impending snow­ 
storm. 


Meteorologist George Whiteley 
said "heavy amounts of snow" 
are expected. The Philadelphia 
weather bureau said it expected 
between four and seven inches 
while New York City was girding 
for “six or more inches." 
Lew Storm Center 
Snow was falling in Philadelphia, 
Atlantic City and Lakehurst, N J., 
shortly before I p.m. as Ute low 
storm center moved slowly north­ 
ward from Kentucky. 


The snow will continue through 
tonight and most of tomorrow, 
the weather bureau warned. If 
the temperatures r i s e , it may 
change to rain late tomorrow be­ 
fore ending. 


Hopes a rise in temperature 
were slim, however, as the mer­ 
cury stood at 17 degrees at 2 p.m. 
The low this morning was IS de­ 
grees. Todays high was expected 
in the low 20s with Ute overnight 
low about 20. Tomorrow's high is 
forecast for between 25-30 de- 
frees.

Hanukkah 


Starts Today

Hanukkah — the “festival of 
lights" — will be celebrated by 
Jews throughout the world begin­ 
ning at sundown today. 


Hanukkah is an eight-day holi­ 
day 
in 
honor 
of 
religious 
freedom. 


It commemorates a victory won 
Iqt Jewish forces under Judah 
Maccabee in 165 B.C. over the 
Syrian tyrant Antiochus who des­ 
ecrated the temple in Jerusalem 
and tried to force pagan worship 
on the Jews. 


After 
a fierce battle—which 
was history’s first recorded strug­ 
gle for religious freedom—Judah 
Maccabee recaptured the temple, 
cleansed it and rededicated it to 
the worship of God. 


Ancient 
tradition 
holds 
that 
when the menorah (candelabrum) 
in the temple was re-lighted, a 
miracle occurred. A curse of oil 
which should have been sufficient 
to light the menorah for one day 
lasted for eight full days. 
Thus 
Hanukkah 
(the 
name 
comes 
from 
a Hebrew 
word 
meaning 
"dedication") 
became 
known as the "festival of lights." 
Candles are lit in Jewish homes 
and synagogues on every night of 
the holiday, beginning with one 
the first night, two the second 
night and so on until eight can­ 
dies blaze in a special hanukkah 
candelabrum on the final night.

EnglisluAmerican Split Appears Healed 
British Cabinet OKs U.S. Plan 
On Polaris; Skybolt Junked 


NASSAU, Bahamas (UPI) — 
President Kennedy and. Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan ap­ 
peared today to have healed the 
British-American split over the 
Skybolt missile program. 
A formalcommunique announc­ 
ing the agreement was expected 
about midday. 


The British cabinet, meeting in 
emergency session this morning, 
was reported to have approved 
the terms of the Macmillan-Ken- 
nedy arrangement. 


Three • Point Plan 


Authoritative sources in London 
said the accord reached in the 
talks here provides for a three- 
point plan which will give Britain 
an up-to-date vehicle to carry its 
own 
nuclear warheads for 
a 
limited, but unspecified, period. 


This vehicle will be the U.S.- 
made Polaris missile, which will 
be supplied instead of the U.S.- 
planned Skybolt missile. 
The United States has decided 
to scrap the Skybolt because it is 


too expensive, has not worked 
successfully in trials and because 
it is no longer considered vital 
to American defense needs. 
Counted On Skybolt 


Britain had counted on using 
the Skybolt to equip its jet bomb­ 
er fleet and thereby give it an 
independent nuclear deterrent for 
at least the rext decade. 
The U.S. decision to scrap the 
Skybolt caused a great strain in 


British • American relations, but 
the move to provide the Polaris 
as an alternative to the Skybolt 
apparently has eased the tension. 
The switch will be expensive 
for Britain, and may even cause 
a tax increase, although the cost 
probably can be spread over a 
few years to ease the need for 
higher levies by the political

The Bristol Township School Board, to the apparent 
surprise of no one, staged a standoff last night in its 
attempt to fill two vacancies on the board. Thus, the 
appointments will be made by the Common Pleas Court 
upon petition by the citizenry. 


The seven - member board was 
in session only 47 minutes last 
night as it sought to fill the 
vacancies created Nov. 26 when 
Board President Louis A. Alimen- 
ti and Vice President Nicholas De- 
Mara pleaded guilty to charges 
of bribery and conspiracy in con­ 
nection with the plot to sell pro­ 
motions within the school sys­ 
tem. 
Shorn of their posts by Judge 
Edwin 
H. 
Satterthwaite, 
Ali­ 
ment! and DeMara are in Bucks 
County Prison each serving terms 
of 30 to 365 days. 
Four Ballots 


Four ballots last night failed 
to produce a majority vote for 
any of the more than 25 candi­ 
dates interviewed by the school 
board. Three times the vote 
wound up 5-3 with Mrs. Angela 
Blatt, Democratic board member, 
being the stumbling block on each 
occasion as she cast "no" votes. 
Before convening last night’s 
special 
meeting 
in 
Benjamin 
Franklin Junior High School, the 
seven school directors sat in ex­ 
ecutive session for about 20 min­ 
utes in hopes of reaching agree­ 
ment on the appointments. This 
failed and the efforts during the 
meeting also failed. 


After another closed session — 
this one for IO minutes — board 
member George W. Fischer mov­ 
ed that the two positions be re­ 
ferred to the courts "in view of 
this impasse." The vote was un­ 
animously in favor of Fischer's 
suggestion. 


Next Step 


The next step in the attempt to 
fill the school board vacancies 
will be for a group of IO "inter­ 
ested citizens" to petition the 
courts to make the appointments. 
Upon being petitioned, the court 
would then most likely consult 
either John T. 
Welsh, 
county 
Democratic chairman, or Oscar A. 
Booz, township Democratic chair­ 
man, for their recommendations 
inasmuch as Alimenti and De- 
Mara are both Democrats. 
In past practices of the court 
in filling such appointments by 
request, it has generally been the 
policy to make them with indivi­ 
duals of the same political party 
as those who vacated the posts. 
Last night's attempt to fill the 
vacancies began after three board 
members, John F. Hess, Charta 
J. McGrath and Mrs. Blatt criti-

Wednesday or Thursday to open 
bids. Fuchs said the association 
would like to have its collector 
by the first of the year. 
Fuchs also invited neighboring 
developments to send representa­ 
tives to the board meeting so 
they, too, could be included in the 
trash-collection contracts. 
Berkes Pursues Matter 
In the meantime, Berkes has 
been pursuing the matter for the 
township. He met last night with 
two representatives of the trash 
collection agencies operating in 
the township, 
The purpose of the meeting, 
according to Berkes. was to dis­ 
cuss “their rate structure, me­ 
thod of operations, and back­ 
ground of what they’re doing.” 
The next step. Berkes said, is 
to meet with the other collectors 
for the same purpose. He said 
he would then prepare a report 
to submit to the other supervi­ 
sors and to be released publicly. 
He said he expected this to be 
done before the Regional Coopera­ 
tion Council meeting in early Jan­ 
uary.
